SALISBURY AT BIRMINGHAM. 



He Discusses Gladstone's Recent De- 
Liverances Which Point to 
Irish Separation- 



British Domination to be Maintained 
all Over the World— The 
House of Lords. 



Birmingham, England, Nov. 24.— Lord 
Salisbury, addressing the National Union of 
Conservative associations, this evening, said 
that their opponents apparently thought 
that the only way to carry Irish Home 
Rule was to sandwich it in between other 
subjects, as chemists disguise offensive 
medicines with gelatinous capsules, 
(laughter), The Liberals failed to deal, in 
their programme set for that Newcastle 
gathering, with n number of the more im- 
portant questions affecting the welfare of 
the people, and such issues as they did as- 
sume to mark out for party agitation were 
all to be measured for Hume Rule. 
The Liberals have pledged themselves 
to an amended representation in parliament, 
but if that should be carried out on numer- 
ical principles it would deprive Ireland of 
thirteen seats. They were not content to 
advocate district courts, but even went as 
low as palish councils with a view of amus- 
ing the villagers. The next election would 
be fought on the issue of separation, or as 
the Gladstonitins called it, home rule, which 
however really meant a division of the 
three kingdoms and a weakening of t he Im- 
perial Parliament, Lord .Salisbury said that 
there would be an enormous gain, nationally, 
if the public credit should be used to aid in 
ing the number of small proprietors,

As 
to the proposed abandonment of l-'gypt, 
advocated by Mr, Gladstone, Lord Salis- 
bury said the commercial interests of Great 
Britain owed their supremacy largely to 
the maintenance of British domination in 
various* parts of the world. If the 
British possession abroad were to 
lie abandoned and commercial in- 
terests thereby injured, how were the 
multitudes now supported by these interests 
to be kept from starvation ! This was a 
question which the Gladstonians would do 
well to answer. Lord Salisbury commented 
severely on Mr. I Had -t"""'s remark that 
the Irish Protestants are capable d Self- 
defence should they be dealt with wrongly 
by an Irish Parliament. Lord Salisbury 
said that an utterance like this was an in- 
citement to civil war. Ulster, it was true, 
might lie physically able to overcome the 
tyranny which .Mr. Gladstone and Arch- 
bishop Walsh were preparing to have 
established ; 1 ut the result would be a 
religious war attended by spectacles of 
cruelty that would recall hideous memories. 
Ecclesiastical domination in secular affairs 
was a parasite eating the national vitality.

In l.SliS, having successfully con- 
cluded a commercial treaty between Great 
Hritain and Portugal, he was promoted to 
Madrid, afterwards becoming secretary to 
the embassies at Vienna and Paris. Having 
declined the governorship of Madras, he be- 
;ainc ambassador at Lisbon, a year after

Immediately on his arrival at Cal- 
cutta, his Lxcellency was sworn in as 
Governor-General and Viceroy on the 12th 
April, 1S70 ; and on the 1st January, 1S77, 
surrounded by all the princes of Hindostan, 
presided at the georgeous ceremonial which 
marked on the plains of Delhi the Procla- 
mation of Her Ma jesty Queen Victoria as 
impress of India. In December, 1H77, the 
Queeu conferred upon him the h uior of the 
Grand Cross of the civil division of the 
Order of the Hath. On the 12th December, 
1870, an attempt was nude to assassinate 
Lord Lytton, happily without any ill effect 
whatever. The principal event of Lord 
Lytton's Viceroyalty was the Afghan W ar. 
On the 'JSth ol April, 1880, he was raised 
to tho dignity of earldom, being created 
Karl of Lytton, of Lytton in the county of 
Derby, and Viscount Knebworth, of Ktii b- 
worth, in the comity of Herts. Lord Lytton 
has previously given in his resignation as 
Viceroy of India, the Evrl of Beaconsfield 
placing it in the hands of Her Majesty 
simultaneously with his own resignation, in 
April of IS80, of the Premiership. Lord 
Lytton published several novels, cliielly 
under the assumed name of Owen Meredith. 

Lord Lytton had been writing verses, and 
retired to bed about half-past three in the 
afternoon. About four o'clock a servant 
was present, heard a deep sigh and has- 
tened to bis Lordship's bedside. Lord 
Lytton was unconscious and apparently 
lileless. Lady Edith Lytton, his wife, re- 
turned to the embassy about 4. 15, too late 
for any signs of recognition from hor hus- 
band. The doctors labored hard to restore 
consciousness, but in vain. They con- 
cluded that death had been caused by b 
spasm of the heart. Ever since tho fnet 
became known a stream of nobilities has 
been pouring into the embassy. Among 
the prominent callers were President Car- 
not, minister of war ; Freycinet and the 
Minister of the Interior and Customs, be- 
sides all the prominent diplomatic represen- 
tatives now in Paris.

The popular 
feeling is strongly against secession, and no 
doubt it is expected that the junta will 
come to u peaceful understanding that will 
restore Rio Grande to its place among the 
Brazilian states. At Rio Grande do Sul tho 
hostile preparations were abandoned, and 
everybody appeared to recognize the end of 
the war. 

Expelled ns n Spy. 

Berlin, Nov. 24.— The German Govern- 
ment has ordered the expulsion from tho 
CJUtitryof Mr. Berkomitz, a Russian, wl o 
has been occupying the position of professor 
of languages at the Tilsit Gymnasium. Kvi- 
dence has been obtained, it is said, which 
satisfies the authorities that the professor is 
a spy and has been working in the interest 
of Russia while pretending to be a peduj 
gogue devoted to nothing but science and 
leaning. 

DnluiaecUa'd Immense Expcndltnrcx. 

Valparaiso, Xov. 24.— The Government 
makes public the statement that Bahnocedo, 
while in power against the authority of 
Congress, spent, seventy-throe millions of 
money in nil. Of this twenty millions wan 
cash, thirty millions of illegal banknotes, 
and twenty-three millions consisted of ordin 
ary receipts. He left sixty-seven millions 
in circulation. 

The Chilians Cooling; Down. 

Valparaiso, Xov. 24.— The feeling of" 
uneasiness caused in certain circles by the 
decision of congress to authorize- the prose- 
cution, through Procurator Fiscal, of Senor 
Jose Enoina, recently a member of the late 
President Ualmaeeda's congress, on charges 
of fraud, has iiiereas-jd greatly, und has 
caused considerable excitement and conster- 
nation in certain circles here. The cause 
of this renewed trepidation is tho fact that 
it was announced to-day that all of Ralma- 
ccda's former ministers were to bo prose- 
cuted, und that some startling disclosures 
may be expected when the public ventila- 
tion of their affairs is made, These min- 
isters were all indicted, to-day, and their 
trials will be pushed at the earlieBb 
possible moment. The indictments brought 
III to-day are said to have been the result 
directly or indirectly of the preliminary ex- 
aminations to which Senor 10 n cilia was sub- 
jected. The latter is sued for S4,500,000, 
the amount of notes issued by Bahnaceda's 
congress, and which have since been de- 
clared illegal by the new Government. The 
fact that these indictments will be pressed 
to the bitter end seems to denote that some 
wholesale confiscations of property may be 
made, temporarily at least, in tho neat- 
future. Though the official result of. 
the investigation has not yet beconic- 
known, enough has leaked out to- 
sh.™- that the high stand at first taken by 
officials bus dwindled into a very much mcro 
common-sense frame of mind. In this con- 
nection it is reported thut this change of 
mind is to a great extent due to the advice 
which the Chilian Government has received 
Bemi-offioiully from the representatives of 
the European powers. The Chilians, no 
doubt, at one time counted on being sup« 
ported by the llritiah Minister, and perhaps 
by his Government, but having been thor- 
oughly convinced that they will have to rely 
on themselves alone it is probable that « 
compromise report will soon ho rendered. 
1 1 is now reported in official circles that 
whatever the result of the Baltimore inquiry 
may be, the United States will de- 
mand indemnity of Chili for the 
families of the men killed and for the 
expense the United States has been put do, 

Tlic Arclllilsliop or Alx Found Giillly. 

Paris, Nov. 24. —In the Court of Appeal 
to-day the Archbishop of Aix was found, 
guilty of the charges against him, and wug. 
sentenced to pay a line of 3,000 francs, and 
to pay the costs of the trial. It is said thut, 
after the results became known that it had 
been intimated to the Archbishop and his 
advisers, that if he would write the letter 
ol explanation published some days ago, 
saying that lie bad no desire to insult M. 
Foillcries that the Government would see 
the Archbishop was acquitted. It is 
1 that it was only upon these rcpresen- 
friends of the Archbishop 
write the letter referred to. 
Now, in face of the verdict, they say that 
this was only a trap eet for him, and 
planned to 'cause him and the Church 
further humiliation, 

A Plea For Sculiirliig -Urn. 

London, Xov. 24.— At to-day's session of 
the Royal Labor Commission, Mr. Wilssn, 
secretary of the Seamen's and Firemen's 
Unions, testified that the condition of tho 
men employed on board ships is very un« 
satisfactory, and that the abtr.es to which 
they are subjected call for speedy remedy. 
He eitetl several instances in support of bis 
statements. One was that ot the British 
steamer Royal Tar, which arrived in San 
Francisco lust January, with her crew 
absolutely ratting with scurvy, on account 
of the b.ul food, us certified to by Health 
Oflicor Lawler, of San Francisco. Mr. 
Wilson also denounced the treatment 
of the men of the Atlantic lines, The 
orach steamers were among tho worst in 
this respect. In the City of Xew York, tho 
sailors' quartets were below the third deck, 
and were wholly without light, almost with- 
out air, and so cramped as to afford no 
comfort. They were so damp that a pair 
of boots left in a berth for two days tinned 
green. The quarters set apart for the men 
on the liners were, in fact, getting worse 
and worse every year, as the necessity for 
economising space and subordination of 

everything to speed increased. This ten- 
dency would, doubtless, continue to work 
lo the detriment of the health of the men 
until legislation for their protection was 
adopted.

Mayor Grant on the Stand; The lie- 
ply to the Gravel Pit 
Charges. 



An Adjournment Till Friday— Some 
Important Evidence for the Defence 
JIakea their Case Strong:. 



Yesterday morning the commission re- 
sumed its labors, Mr. Richards having his 
evidence on the subject of the gravel pits 
ready. The first witness called on behalf 
•of the Council was 

George Stelly, contractor— 1 have been 
dealing iu gravel for 30 years. It costs L'.'ie. 
a, lo id. I haul a good deal ot gravel now. 
Know the corporation gravel pits very well. 
I recollect when they were sold. I looked 
over the ground and decided not to buy, 
because after paying for a lot, and gravel 
only being 25c. per yard, and the fact of 
my having to till up the hole ugain, didn't 
make it worth my while. I would lose 
money on the bargain. Was at the unction. 
Lots brought a very big price. 1 know 
what filling up a gravel pit is. Grave! is 
good on a road where there is not much 
traffic. 1 think rock is worth three times 
as much as t ho gravel, though it only costs 
twice as much. Rook will wear much 
longer. 1 think the sale was a very gooil 
one. 

lly Mr. Bodwell — 1 can't sell much 
gravel now. V«u needn't haul much rock 
in these streets. The rock is blasted and 
crushed right alongside the road in many 
places. There's plenty of rock all round. 
Von don't want gravel lor sidewalks as a 
rule. You make tin in of wood. When 
you take gravel out you h:ive to till up the 
hole made. 

John Grant, mayor of Victoria — The 
Corporation own gravel pits at the back of 
llio Caledonian grounds, west of Beacon 
Hill. I know the gravel pits at Spring 
Ridge. They were sold a short time ago. 
Up to lately a considerable amount of grav- 
el had been taken out of the pits, but dur- 
ing the past year or so we have used very 
little. After going carefully into the mat- 
ter, it was ascertained that the Corporation 
could buy gravel by contract just as cheap 
■as they could get it out themselves, re- 
sides we have inaugurated the policy lately 
of using macadam wherever it was avail- 
able. Five or six years ago, when the cen- 
tral portions of the city were being maca- 
damized, it was the custom to lay two or 
three inches of gravel on top of the b'g 
stone. Hut it was soon found that this 
had to be hauled right oil' again in the 
nhtipe of mud, and to it was discontinued. 
Everybody thought a continuation of this 
would be most foolish, so wo after that put 
as little gravel as possible on the macadam, 
and in many cas-es none at all. There is 
plenty of gravel in the extension of the city 
limits, but for my part I would not have a 
gravel pit within the city limits at all. ft 
is a most unsightly thing to have in a 
growing city, and, besides, it depreciates 
the value of property adjoining it. I don't 
think it right or fair in the interests of 
Victoria to make tho streets uglier than 
they need be. The sale of tho gravel pits at 
Spring Ridge was, in my opinion, an excel 
lent one. I imagine that all of those who 
bought property intend to build. The 
place is growing in that direction, and 1 
am perfectly certain that none of them 
bought tho land for tho purpose of digging 
gravel out of it. In the early part of this 
year we concluded to sell the pits. The 
Council passed tho by-law, which was rati- 
fied, subsequently, by the ratepayers. Tho 
sale realized much more money than most 
of us ever imagined, and we were well 
pleased with it. In future, if we get gravel 
yre will get it from the contractors, and I 
am confident that the annual taxes we get 
from those who bought the lots will be more 
than sufficient to pay for any wo obtain. Of 
course, tho money spent in grading the 
streets through the pits was a permanent 
improvement. 

By Mr. Kodwell— I don't think that we 
have any exact statement us to the amount 
■ of gravel that has been used on the streets 
of the city annually. I don't think wo have 
any true estimate of the quantity in the 
Spring Ridge gravel pits, or in the pit at 
the Caledonian grounds. Of course, the 
policy I speak of, of the gruvel not being 
used so generally for street purposes, is only 
a one-year policy. I don't think any future 
Council would over dream ot inaugurating a 
different policy. Of course, it is within the 
bounds' of possibility, but not very 
probable. Tho by-laws relating to sales of 
Corporation property do not forbid us to 
employ an assistant. The City Assessor 
was named in the by-law »s well as the 
salesman, but after that we thought that 
it would bo better, seeing that a good auc- 
tioneer would more than pay for himself, to 
employ one. I'm sure wo had no need to 
regret t be result. The City Assessor is as 
much an' executive ollicer as the City Treas- 
urer. I don't think the Assessor could 
possibly have made such a tuccess of the 
sale ns a n experienced auctioneer. 

Here a long discussion followed as lo 
the rela tive merits of contracted work and 
labor paid by the day, the Mayor vigorous- 
ly conte nding that, in a great many cases, 
it paid m uch better iu the long run to em- 
ploy day labor. 

" It is an acknowledged fact," continued 
his worship, " that no government or legis- 
lature oxtaiit can get as much work out of 
its employes as a contractor can. Notwith- 
standing this, 1 contend that, in some in- 
stances, it is belter for the Corporation t<> 
employ day labor. 

At this stage the court adjourned for an 
hour. 

On returning, 

Peter Leech, City Surveyor — I have occu- 
pied the position of City Surveyor since 
1884. It is my duty to take charge of the 
streets, side.valks, and all work done by tho 
city. We have not used nearly as much 
gravel lately as we used in former years, 
but even now we are making use of far more 
than I approve of. 1 don't believe that 
pravel should bo placed on top of macadam. 
I never knew of any difficulty in getting 
gravel. We coald got our gravel cheaper 
by making contracts for it, with privatcindi- 
v'iduals than if we continued to gel it our- 
selves. The; property sold is not all gravel 
ground by any means, several of the lots 
contain very little or no gravel. Tho old 
gravel pit is about worked out. Princess 
and Queen's Avenues have been lately 
graded. 1 think the city made a very good 
bargain indeed by getting ri 1 of tho gravel 
pit property in tho manner they did. The 
prioti o btained was very good. 

Witness was then subjected to a long 
nross examination by Mr. liodwoll, in which 



the same ground was travelled as in the 
case of tho previous witnesses. 

William Lynn, sworn— I have boon street 
commissioner since 5th June. Have bad a 
good deal of experience in the use of gravel. 
During the last few years a complcto revo- 
lution has been wrought in road making, 
and none of the best authorities now ever 
drciini of putting gravel on roads. Of 
course, it is still good enough for crossings, 
but there its utility ceases. When the 
gravel pits came into my charge in Septem- 
ber they were full of holes till I started 
grading. I graded Princess and ('neon's 
avenue, and am now grading Spring road. 
It would cost an enormous amount of money 
to utilize the gravel pits now on account of 
the boulders and rocks anil largo stones 
mixed up with tho gravel. It would be 
more than the thing is worth. 

Mr. Richards, at this stage of tho pro- 
ceedings, informed the court that his case, 
us far as the gravel pits' charge was con- 
corned, was finished. 

EXCESSIVE EXPENDITURE, 

This charge was next taken up by 

Mr. Bodwell, who said that lly section US 
of the Municipal Act, it was provided that 
no Municipal Council should have power to 
incur any liability beyond the; revenue for 
the current year, and that the revenue for 
the use of every Council duly elected should 
commence with the legal collections from 
the first day of the year in which the said 
Council was elected, until tho end of the 
year. Nevertheless, the Municipal Council 
hail, in violation of this enactment, for 
several years past, expended during each 
year sums largely in excess of the 
annual income for such years respectively. 

In the year 1SSS, the council incurred 
liabilities beyond tho municipal revenue for 
the current year, amounting to about 

ooo. 

In the year 1889, about 820,000. 

In the year 1800, about §00,000. 

The expenditure for tho present year was 
not complete, but in the report of the 
auditor for the municipality, for the _lirst 
nine months of the year, ending tho first 
day of October, 1891, it is estimated that 
on tho 31st day of December there will bo a 
shortage of S9i>,050. 73. 

At this stage the court adjourned till 11 
a.m. on Friday next.

On the reopening of tlio Assizes at 10 
a.m. yesterday, before the Chief Justice, 
SirM. 11 Begbie, the case of 

RKO. V. MUSORAVE, 

arson, woa taken up, the Attorney-General 
in person appearing for the Crown, while 
the defence was represented by Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell and Mr, Liadley Crease. Many 
friends of the youthful prisoner were in the 
Court room to cheer him with their 
presence. 

The petit jury was drawn and look their 
places as follows : John K trsinan (foreman), 
Robert Sellick, If, J. Martin, Henry Dal- 
dean, M. McCartney, Louis Stemler, A. 
Edwards, A. McNeill, Thomas G. Woods, 
G. A. Richardson and J. M. Hughes. 

Having amended the original indictment 
by adding the words " with intent to injure 
one David Spencer, Hon. Mr. Davie pro- 
ceeded to state the case to the jury. The 
prisoner, n lad of tender years, was arraigned 
on a charge of having set tire to the simp of 
David Spencer on the i)th of October last. 
The evidence against the prisoner was 
alum.-!, it' not entirely, secured from 
his own statement, Prisoner was a 
pupil at Mr. Green's school, over a portion 
of David Spencer's store. The day before 
the tire, prisoner told a companion, who 
would ho put in the box, that lie was going 
to light a fire ; and on the following day 
two other school boys were told by the de- 
fendant that lie had set lire Lo the place. 
There could 1 e no doubt that the tiro oc- 
curred, and that the prisoner's was 
hand that caused it. The only 
point of doubt would be that raised by 
the extreme youth of the prisoner. The 
law presuming that a- youth under 1-1 years 
of age is incapable of crime, in bringing 
such a charge, the prosecution was required 
to show motive or evil intent in order to 
counteract the legal presumption. 

Master Cyril Ward, lirst examined, de- 
posed that the prisoner told him that he 
was going to light a fire in the bath-room, 
arid that lie (witness found a coal oil bottle 
in the room the next day, 

David Spencer gave evidence in regard to 
the occurrence of the tire, and the fact that 
damage hud been done. 

The brothenuGilfcdpie stated that Mus- 
grave told theni lie was going to light the 
lire to get oil' Algebra, and also explained, 
afterward, that he had poured coal oil on 
sonic Wool, and touched a match to it. 

Alexander Ge'nn, another school mate of 
the prisoner, swore that Musgrave asked 
him not to tell that he had set the place on 
fire. 

This closed the ease for the Crow n, and 
Mr. Bod well held that there was no evi- 
dence to go to a jury. He puC in the cer- 
tificate of baptism, showing the age of the 
prisoner to bu thirteen years, and held that 
the Crown had failed to prove criminal 
capacity, or any intention to injure David 
Spencer. 

The Attorney General made no address to 
the jury; Mr. Bodwell'a remarks were 
brief. He reviewed the evidence, holding 
that the Crown hud signally faileel to prove 
the commission of a crime, and quoted law 
and precedent in regard to the responsibil- 
ity of children for their acts. 

In summing up, his lordship requested 
the jury to empty their minds of any sjnse 
of responsibility, by reason of the penalty 
attached, should they return a verdict of 
guilty. The duty of the jury, according to 
the oath taken, was to return a verdict ac- 
cording to the evidence, not according to 
anything they had heard or might imagine, 
Lt was for the jury to decide if there was 
any evidence to show that the prisoner was 
of sufficient age arid intelligence to realize 
the consequence of what he was doing. It 
was for the jury to say whether or not the 
charges in the indictment were proven. Diel 
Newcoirjb .Musgrave set fire to the premises 
of David Spencer with intent to injure 
David Spencer 'i 

The jury retired at 12 noon, and at 12:05 
announced that they had agreed upon a 
verdict. The court had then adjourned for 
luncheon, but his lordship returned to re- 
ceive the verdict. It was " Not guilty." 



After lunch, Mr. .Justice Crease too 
scat on the bench, anil was informed that 
the grand jury were desirous of addressing 
him. 

His lordship asked that they be called in. 

The foreman, addressing his lordship, 
complained that the witnesses were not in 
attendance, which caused considerable 
delay in disposing of the business. They 
hud scarcely been able to do anything all 
day on that account. 

fl is Lordship — I am very sorry to hear 
that, gentlemen. I put Constable McNeill 
in charge of the witnesses, and was cer- 
tainly under t he impression that he would 
have looked after them. 

The Attorney-General said there was 
divided responsibility in the matter. No 
one appeared to have control over the police 
in court. 

His Lordship — Who is in charge '! 

The Attorney-General — There are the 
provincial police and the city police. Many 
of tho coses to go before the jury are from 
the city. McNeill belongs to the provin- 
cial police. 

His Lordship asked if Chief Sheppard whs 
in Court, and was informed that that officer 
was not in attendance, 

His Lordship — Who is next in charge? 

The Sheriff intimated that there were 
none of the City Police Sergeants present, 
and Officer Smith Was then called upon. 

His Lordship, addressing the officer, said, 
"Will you be gooil enough to convey to the 
Chief of Police this message — that it will go 
ill with him if he does not take care thut 
the witnesses are in attendance onthejury," 
Addressing the jury, His Lordship said that 
the inconvenience might have been occasion- 
ed owing to the fact that the Court hud ad- 
journed for an hour and a half, of which 
fact the Grand Jury might not have been 
appraised. He would take care that the 
witnesses were in attendance in future. 
RThe Foreman of the Grand Jury asked 
that one of thu jurors, Mr. Campbell, be 
excused, on the ground of illness. 

The Attorney-General did not object. 
Tho attention of his lordship had been 
called to the const itution of t he jury on the 
previous day, and it wus, perhaps, as well 
that one of the jurors should drop out. His 
object in having 23 members of the jury 
was to avoid the possibility of a tie vote. In 
such an event there could be no bill brought 
in. 

The. Sheriff pointed out that there were 
then 24 jurors. 

The Attorney suggested that yet another 
should Lc struck oil the list, for tho reason 
given. 

The foreman said that tho two members

Mr. Walls then proceeded to read the 
evidence upon which Capt. Bill was con- 
victed, before Mr. A. L. Belyea, P.M., on 
the , "list August Inst, and argued that the 
charge was substantially the same us thut. 
upon which he was now arraigned. 

The Attorney General put Officer Smith 
in the box. He deposed to arresting an In- 
dian, who was rescued from him by the 
prisoner; the latter was subsequently ar- 
rested by Hi cor Redgrave, locked up and 
charged with a.-sinlting Officer Redgrave. 
The Indian, for the assault, was fined §50 
and costs, which was paid by his friends. 
Ho was then allowed to go out of the gate, 
imagining that the law was through with 
him, but was immediately re-arrested on 
the present charge, upon which he wus 
committed for trial. 

The Attorney General remarked that the 
whole case appeared to be one of trickery. 
It was as necessary to keep faith with tho 
Indians as it was to enforce the law ; the 
Crown would therefore enter a nolle prose* 
?"»• 

Tho Court, addressing the jury, referred 
to the necessity of Indians being dealt with 
fairly and instructed that a verdict of "Not 
guilty" he returned. Such a verdict was 
received, and the prisoner was discharged.

Arrival uf Witnesses for the 1'rosecutlon of 
Woiiir Yuen. 

A carriage and pair drove up to the police? 
ollice door yesterday afternoon, and Chief 
Sheppard boarded it with three mysterious- 
looking parcels and a small grip. The grip, 
laden with gold coin, he carried in his right 
hand, and to that side there was a visible 
leaning. Enquiry revealed tho fact that 
the parcels were the belongings, or allegeel - 
belongings, of Wong Yuen, the Chinaman, 
who is held for the embezzlement of $20,000. 
An order had been made by Mr. Justice 
Dnike that the boodle should be handed in- 
to the Registrar of the court, and in obedi- 
ence to that order, the chief was yielding;; 
up the treasure. He had received a letter- 
from Thomas Riordon, of San Francisco, an 
eminent lawyer, asking that if possible the 
prisoner should be held, if acquitted on the 
charge of embezzlement, for one of forgery, 
which was pending against him, and the 
hearing of which was set down for to-day at 
San Francisco. Tho letter stated that 
Chie f of Police Crowley and Capt. Lees, 
head of the detective department at San 
Francisco, had spoken so highly of Chief 
Sbcppurd that the writer felt convinced 
that what, was right in the matter would ho 
done by Victoria's chief of police. Wong 
Yuen was charged with the embezzlement 
of S20.000, and Mr. Riordon could not 
understand how it is that the Mongolian 
h id hut 55,7000 in possession when arrested. 
He had known of the valuable papers held 
by Wong Yuen, he would have been able to 
realize the situation. Mr. Benjamin Arn- 
bohl, of the Kanliik Packing Co., and four 
Chinese arrived in town on Monday night 
for the purpose of prosecuting the boodler 
or aiding in extradition proceedings. The 
four l itter represent the Six Companies, one 
a complainant against Wong Yuen, another 
the foreman of the laborers at Alaska, 
whose wages had been banded over to 
Wong Yuen to pay, the third a bookkeeper 
of the companies, ami the fourth one of the 
employes. They are all in a position to 
prove that the prisoner receive 1 the money 
in trust for the employees. Wong Yuen 
has been transferred to the Provincial Jail, 
mid to-day will see some new development!* 
in the case.

ON REVIVALS. 

The nrrivul of Messrs. Hunter and Cross- 
ley to this city, and the advertisements by 
which their work in it has been heralded, 
have naturally set people talking about re- 
vivals and revivalists. There are here, as 
in every other city, the scoffers aud scor- 
uers, the mildly disapproving, tho indiffer- 
ent, those who are favorable but not en- 
thusiastic, aud those who aro enthusiastic 
and ready to do all in their power to aid the 
evangelists in their work. With the 
scoffers aud soornera we have no sympathy 
whatever, neither are we in touch with 
those who look upon the evangelists and 
their mission with disapproval. Many of 
these, we are free to admit, are good people, 
who really believe that the means which 
the evangelists resort to are not calculated 
to advance the cause of righteousness in the 
community. They consider that the meth- 
ods of the revivalists border on irreverence, 
and they think that religion is too sacred a 
thing to be treated with a familiarity that 
at times has all the appearance of levity. 

These good people should remember that 
their objections are substantially the same 
as thoso that were raised against tho 
JSIethodists in the lime of the Wesleys, Whit- 
•field and their immediate successors. When 
.respectable religionists in those days stig- 
magtized the members of the new sect as 
" ranters," they believed that they had 
said sufficient to condemn them in the esteem 
of all right-minded people. But it turned 
out that among these same ranters were 
many really pious people, who led good 
lives and who beijan a greatly-needed re- 
ligious reform, tho good effects of which 
are felt to this day. The good done by 
these despised ranters, many of whom were 
in the humbler walks of life, is simply in- 
calculable by any earthy arthmetic. The 
beneficial effects, moral, religious and social, 
of the Methodist revival ure now cheerfully 
admitted by men of all creeds, and by men 
of no creed at all. 

In our day, the methods of the Salvation 
Army, by their apparent irreverence, shock 
many devout persons. They cannot under- 
stand how the cause of religion can be ad- 
vanced in any placo and among any cluss 
by shouting men and screeching women, 
many of them ignorant and coarse in their 
manners, who attract attention by the beat- 
ing of drums, the tinkling of cymbals and 
by singing which is the reverse of artistic. 
Yet it is undeniable that good has been and 
isbeing done by these coarse and appar- 
ently unpromising means, There is testi- 
mony, the truth of which it would be sim- 
ply folly to doubt, that the Salvation 
soldiers have been the means of reclaiming 
men and women who have been considered 
irretrievably lost by those who knew them 
and took an interest in them. General 
Booth and his army have been wonderfully 
successful in ameliorating the con- 
dition of thousands who were re- 
garded as reprobates and outcasts. 
Is there any conscientious man or woman 
who can condemn means and methods that 
have been proved to have done good? 
There is not so much good done in the world 
that those who lovo their kiud and would 
like to help men aud women to lead belter 
lives can afford to decry the instrumentali- 
ties, no matter how rude they may be, or 
how distasteful to persons of refined sensi- 
bilities, that have bacn used with success in 
the work of moral and religious reform. 

This, wo think, is the truo test. Has 
any agency which purports to make the 
world better been successful in any degree? 
If it, has.it i.s wrong and foolish to speak 
against it. It may not he according to our 
taste ; wo may not find it beneficial to us. 
Hut wo are not everybody. Tho whole of 
the world is not constituted as we 
are. There Is a diversity of tastes 
and capacities In religion as well 
as in other things. There are 
very many whoso temperament is emo- 
tional. They have very strong feelings, and 



it is only through their feelings that the 
religious teacher can reach them. And if 
ho does reach them by appeals to their feel- 
ings, is not that road a legitimate one ? Is 
it not better to reach them in that way than 
not to reach them at all '.' The men whose 
business it is to lead people astray do not 
hesitate to work upon tho feelings of those 
whom they wish to make their victims. 
They are sentimental, they are declamatory, 
they use music, and they call in the aid of 
shows of muny kinds. And should these 
means to affect the mind and the will be 
only used for evil purposes ? Shall the 
main avenues to tho soul be left in the pos- 
session of the Tempter ? Certainly not, If 
it can be found that men can bo influenced 
for good through their feelings the religious 
teacher is perfectly justified in working 
upon their feelings. 

There are many, and we believe tho beat 
people, who must be appealed lo in another 
and a better way. These are persona who 
are guided by reason ra'.her than by emo- 
tion. Religion n, with them, a matter of 
principle more than of feeling. They want 
to know that a doctrine is true before they 
embrace it, and that a course of conduct is 
right before they consent to pursue it. The 
religion of such people may not be ileinon- 
strativ:. But it is deeply rooted in their 
souls and influences every act of their lives. 
They are not subject to moods, and revivals 
have hut little effect upon them, They, in 
fact, do not need the stimulus which tiinesof 
excitement give to tho religious life of those 
whose nature is more emotional. Such per- 
sons sometimes dislike revivals, ami think 
lightly of revivalist', but if they look at the 
matter closely enough they will see that 
there are poople in the churches and out of 
the chinches who want stirring up, anil who 
are all the better for having a lively time. 
Enquiry and reflection will convince then, 
that revivals are often something more than 
the crackling of thorns under a pot, and 
they will therefore see it to be their duty lo 
help on a movement of which they them- 
selves, personally, do not feel any need. 



A WEAK ATTEMPT. 



HOODUXU IX QUEBEC. 

Recent revelations have proved that the 
political atmosphere of the province of Que- 
bec is not so pure as it might be — that, in 
fact, it is lamentably impure. It has been 
pretty clearly shown that corruption there 
is carried on to an extent undreamed of in 
the other provinces. Where so much has 
been disclosed it is but reasonable to con- 
elude that a very great deal remains un- 
divulged. Some of the Quebec boodlers 
have, no doubt, succeeded in covering their 
tracks. They have been as successful us 
they have been secret. The amount of the 
people's money which they have secured by 
ways that are dark will, perhaps, never he- 
known. But it is asserted, we do not know 
with how much truth, that the boodling 
crew have bagged public plunder to the 
amount of nearly o/ie million dollars since 
the Mercier government came into power 
five yvars ago. La l'resse, a French news- 
paper published in Montreal, purports to 
give many of the details of this wholesale 
robbery of the people of Quebec. This is 
what it says : 

" The other day we put down $500,000 as 
the amount of boodling done by the Mcr- 
cior-I'ac uid- Langelier clique. Wo now 
have information from two members of the 
IIoufc, former Ministerialists, which we 
would hesitate to give to the public, so in- 
credible is it, if our two informers were not 
so positive in their affirmation. ' You can 
without any fear,' they tell us, ' put down 
at between $.SOU,000 and SI, ODD, 000, the 
amount of boodle since 1887,' and they have 
given us the following list in round figures : 
' Whelan, Quebec Court House, §100,000; 
Alph Charlebois, Legislative building, $100,- 
000; lumber merchants, .5100,000; Grand 
Trunk railway, $100,000 ; Temiseouta rail- 
way, $35,000 ; first Baie des Cbaleurs 
boodle, 510,000 ; second Uaie des Chuleurs 
boodle, $100,000 ; Vallieres contract on 
•-'00,000, J50,000 ; commission on loans, 
§300,000 ; Berger contract, at least $50,000; 
Reenter contract on different subsidies, at 
least $50,000 ; different small operations, 
locks, iron bridges, etc., etc., etc. , $100,000; 
total, $1,100,000. And thia does not in- 
clude the ransoms exacted by the Beauso- 
leils, the Choquets, the Gouius, the Steins, 
etc. A Royal Commission, having die 
necessary powers, will reveal a state of de- 
moralization in administrative spheres such 
as does not exist in any state, even the 
loosest in the world." 

This appears almost incredible. Yet 
when we call to mind the revelations made 
before the Quebec Royal Commission, and 
when wo reflect upon the disclosures made 
by Mr. J. P. Whelan we aro forced to con- 
elude that there may be too much truth in 
the statements made by La Prcsse. There 
are some facts that cannot but strike those 
who tire not conversant with the Quebec 
way of doing business as exceedingly 
strange. The estimated cost of the Court 
House built by .Mr. .1. 1'. Whalen was 
$250,000. Its actual cost was $000,000. 
It is impossible to imagine that there 
could be fairly such an immense dis- 
crepancy between the estimate and tin; PC- 
tu d co-it of it public work such ns this 
Court House, the cost of which the 
Oivornment engineers, if they weie 
at all (it for their business, should 
b • able to estimate to within a few 
hundred dollars one way or the other. Ti e 
theory is that a very large part of the 
difference between the estimate and the coat 
Was pocketed by public servants and others 
aa boodlers. It is difficult to imagine'how a 
ref irm can be effected in a province ao 
ste media corruption as Quebec is by this 
showing and by other revelations that have 
been recently made. The appetite for 
boodle of many Quebec officials like that of 
Seneeal is not easily appeased. They are 
are always "hungry," and they are so 
constituted that they see no harm in satis- 
fying their appetite by waya that in every 
other province are regarded as iniquitous. 
Seneeal evidently believed th.it the contri- 
butions which he levied on those who did 
business with his department were his pro- 
per and legitimate perquisites, 



The Argonaut tries to show that the 
British are to'blame for the misunderstand 
ing that exista between Chili and tho 
United States. The article is neither so 
ingenious nor so vigorous as the Argonaut's 
articles usually are. The editor had u re- 
markably weak case, aud ho has not suc- 
ceeded in giving it even tho appearance of 
strength. The fact that it is the fault of the 
Americans themselves that they aro not now- 
good friends with the people of Chili stared 
him in the face so steadily and so persist- 
ently as to put him out of countenance, so 
to speak. He could not help feeling that, 
to use hia own language, "a hundred straws 
ahow from what quarters the wind blew." 
Some acts could hotter be compared to 
objecta which a cyclone carries before it 
than to straws. The Rata case, which 
the editor of the Argonaut had the best 
opportunities for observing was something u 
great deal heavier than a straw which 
showed the Chilians very plainly ami very 
unpleasantly how the American Government 
felt tow ards Chili. The conduct of Admiral 
Brown was not regarded by tin; Chilians as 
friendly lo the men who were fighting the 
usurper. It is quite evident that they 
looked upon him as an enemy, under a very 
thin disguise. They may have been mis- 
taken, and the Admiral's explanations may 
bo satisfactory. Rut it is undeniable that 
they interpreted his acts as being favorable 
to lialmuceda, am! Hint the feeling in con- 
scquenco against him, in Valparaiso, was so 
strong that he fell it necessary to make ex- 
planations. These acts were something big- 
ger than .straws, and their direction could 
he easily seen. Then the conduct of 
the American minister thrughout the strug- 
gle was such as to bring on him the deep 
distrust and hearty dislike of the patriot 
party. They did not suspect him of favor 
ing the cause of the usurper, but they wer 
certain that he did what he could to aid him 
in carrying out his nefarious designs. 
There were many other "straws" which 
showed the direction of the sympathies of 
Americans of the official class. But were 
not those we have mentioned quite enough 
to have caused the Congressional party to 
feel that the Americans were unfriendly to 
their cause, and to engender a feeling of 
resentment? The Americana themselves, in 
their day of trial, were exceedingly sensi- 
tive, and they have not forgiven to this 
day the nations whose public men showed 
that they sympatbieed with tho South. We 
don't blame them for this, but intelligent 
men like the editor of the Argonaut should 
not forget that the Chilians are men of like 
passions with his fellow-countrymen, and are 
ready to take offence and to resent conduct 
similar to that which caused the Americans 
to feel deeply indignant and unforgiving. 
He must see, and, no doubt, does see, that 
there is no need for any American citizen to 
go out of his way to account for the hard 
feelipg with which the people of Chili re- 
gard the United States Government.

Since the vessel 
was arrested, Captain Herbert, the master, 
sent for Vice Consul Alexander, and then 
went to Tacoma. The consul will take no 
action in the matter until Captain Herbert 
returns to Seatt le. It is understood, how- 
ever, that he will seek to have the ship re- 
leased on the mound tint when Joseph 
shipped on an English vessel he for the time 
being renounced allegiance to America, anil 
became subject to the maritime laws of

The Marriage of Mr. H. L- Salmon 
anil Miss Blnmentlial 
Yesterday. 



The Jewish Synagogue Crowded With 
Interested Friends— An In- 
fornial Ceremony. 



A ceremony na pleasing as it ia, in this 
city, unusual, was that performed in the 
Temple Emanu-el, yesterday afternoon, 
which made Miss Franccsca Blnmentlial, of 
Loudon, England, the bride of Mr. H. L, 
Salmon, of this city. 

The synagogue is not often the scene of :t 
wedding ; in fact it is now several years 
since the last marriage was performed there, 
and this fact may have had something to do 
with the large attendance, though both 
bride ami groom have many friends who 
were on hand in force to see thotn well 
started on their journey through life to- 
gether. 'The strict ceremony of the Jewish 
church was not followed by the rabbi ; in- 
deed an utter lack of conventional formality 
was a marked feature of the wedding. 
Everybody felt at home ; everybody was in- 
fused with the happiness that was naturally 
associated with the important event. 

The bridal party, who arrived nt 1.30 
p.m. , ut onco took their places under the 
"ohuper," or canopy of marriage, which had 
been constructed for the occasion by the 
deft lingers of the ladies. Its supports were 
gracefully twined with ivy, out of which 
peeped the delicately white blossoms of the 
crysanthemum ; and ivy and crysanthe- 
mums formed the greater part of the other 
tasteful floral decorations, the base being 
composed of palms and other tropical plants. 
The white silk veil also hung before the 
tabernacle. 

Rabbi 1'hilo, before proceeding with the 
ceremony ot the ancient church, took occa- 
sion to counsel, in a fatherly way, the two 
young people who were about to take the 
vows of marriage ; bis address was kind, 
.sincere, and ut times poetic. The ling, 
which plays a part quite as important in 
the ceremony of the Jewish as 
that of the Christian church, 
was made symbolic of the purity and 
truth of wife to husband, — she must be as 
true and pure us gold — and while the wed- 
ding ring is a simple band of gold, it was 
explained that the love, fidelity, honor and 
truth of the wearer were eacli to be regarded 
aa a precious stone, forming a pr iceless set- 
ting. 

The bride, as she took her place at the 
left of her intended husband, made a pretty 
picture, surrounded by her attending maids 
of honor. She, herself, wore white bro- 
caded silk, u ith court train and veil, and 
carried a large bouquet of tuberoses. Her 
bridesmaid, Miss Clara Phillips, was 
dressed in a costume of white silk and lace; 
while Miss Leah Phillips, the second brides- 
maid, wore cream satin trimmed with bro- 
cade. Misses Pbilo and Frank, who act< d 
as maids of honor,- were also attired in white. 
The bride was given away by her mother and 
Mr. II. E. Levy ; the groom by his mother 
and brother. His two brothers, Maurice 
and E. J., and Mr. H. L. Levy acted as his 
supporters, 'i'iie ceremony itself was brief, 
and on its conclusion all present crowded 
about the newly wedded ones, offering their 
sincerest congratulations and best wishes. 
The most notice ible features of the rites of 
the Hebrew church, not part of those of 
others, is the pledging of their fidelity one 
to the other, by bride and groom, and the 
destruction by the latter of the glass, which 
is ground beneath his heel. The meaning of 
this is said to he that so long as the shivered 
fragments do not come together, to form 
the perfect glass again, husband and wife 
must live in harmony together. 

After the n.arriage, a wedding banquet 
was spread at the resilience of the groom on 
Second street, nbout .'10 guests surrounding 
the tables. The house was a place of re- 
joicing until evening, when Mr. and Mis. 
Salmon took boat for San Francisco, where 
the first few weeks of their married life will 
be spent.

To THE EDITOR : — In a recent issue of the 
Colonist a reporter states that Mr. Pooley, 
during his luto visit to England, found that 
o ir province of British Columbia was spec- 
ially well advertised in London by clubmen 
''as avery Mecca for sportsmen." From 
tli.: tenor o| the Colonist's remarks, 1 
g.tther that this is considered profitable to 
British Columbia. I, for one, think that 
all British Columbia wunts is sufficient ad- 
vertisement to make her one of the most 
popular homes of the English-speaking 
ptople of the earth. This letter is written, 
by your leave, to point out how British Co- 
lumbia is in danger of losing one of her best 
advertisements. 

From reasons not worth stating, the 
writer of this has exceptional opportunities 
of hearing of the sporting doings of thoso 
big game-hunting club men to whom Mr. 
Pooley alludes, Their report upon British 
( Columbia this year was : "(lame rapidly get- 
ting shot out, especially the sheep, for 
whose heads akin-hunters and trophy -mon- 
gers are offering a price to the Indiana," 
Three parties of good men came back this 
feison from good hunting districts empty- 
banded, and in three London .dubs it will 
lie said this winter that "it is no good 
going to British Columbia, because the skin 
and head hunters arc exterminating the 
tamo." 

Js this as the province would havo it? Of 



course, I am passionately fond of hunting, 
and it is open to anyone to allege that self- 
interest as regards sport is my only object 
in writing. Self-interest is at the bottom 
of most men's actions, but it is r.ot of the 
shooting, but of my interests in the province, 
that I am thinking aa I write. Let mo ex- 
plain : 

For every head which tho skin hunter 
sells some .■?'_'."> at most is paid, part of 
which goes to the Indian and part to the 
agent. For every bead (I am talking 
specially of sheep) killed fairly by foreign 
sportsmen, at least £50 to .£100 (S250 to 
$500) is spent by the sportsman on guides, 
stores, outfit, fee., procured in the pro- 
vince. 

Nor is this the chief part of the good which 
the big born, fairly killed, brings to B. C. 

The men who bunt big game must bo 
monied men, more or less, and not only do 
they bring a good many dollars into our 
hotels, but our real estate agents will tell 
you that a large number of those who come 
to hunt stay to invest. I think any candid 
judge in this matter will admit that it is 
belter for 1!. C. that her game should be 
killed by the wandering sportsmen than by 
trophy-mongers' Indians. 

But you say, what is to be done '! Do we 
want fresh laws to protect our game V Not 
a bit of it. Vour laws are excellent, what 
you want is to enforce them, an I that to be 
done effectively should be done by some 
body of men independent of, but supported 
by, the government. A game club, such us 
they have at Montreal, might possibly be 
the best institution to deal wit h this trouble. 

Our game laws are a dead letter. No- 
body minds them a bit. Let me give you 
an example. A license to shoot big game in 
B.C. must be procured by every alien to the 
province, at a cost of Sol), before he may 
shoot a head of big game. How many dol- 
lars has the government collected fiom this 
source this year'.' I don't know, hut J 
doubt if a siug'e license lias ever been pro- 
cured, yet llioro were more than n dozen 
men in town, this fall, who ought lo have 
paid for one, and would have paid for one 
gladly had there been anyone to demand 
the money. Don't we want that $000 '! 

I am but a new comer, and therefore 
cannot make myself heard as older and 
abler residents might do, but surely some 
one of our leading men will sec his way to 
taking action in these matters.

Yokohama, Nov. 8.— The latest ollieial 
figures up to Nov. 7 show that -ll.'it people 
were killed in the various districts where 
the earthquake of Oct. 28 was felt, 0122 in- 
jured, 37,342 houses totally demolished, 
8157 partly destroyed, 553 1 burned and 
182,490 people rendered homeless. It was 
the most severe experience since the terri- 
ble catastrophe of 1855, and must l>e t anked 
as a national calamity. The greatest dam- 
age to buildings ami loss of life occurred in 
the prefectures of Archie and Gifu. The 
number of provinces throughout which the 
disturbances were strongly felt numbers 
31. The destruction of nearly -10,011!) houses 
means that 2000,000 people have been ren- 
dered homeless. Up to Nov. 5 the earth- 
quake continued to be felt, hut the intervals 
have gradually increased and the intensity 
of the shocks diminished. From the com- 
mencement of the disturbances up to thut 
date it is estimated that tbero were 0000 
shocks, or more than one every two min- 
utes. 

The town of Gifu, on the Tomaido rail- 
way, with a population of 15,01)0, was 
almost entirely destroyed. Thirty-five hun- 
dred houses out of a total of 4,400 houses in 
the town, were overthrown or burned. 
Seven hundred and forty-seven people were 
killed. In the town of Kano 000 houses 
were overthrown and a like number 
burned, and over one hundred people 
were killed. In the town of Ogaki 3,500 
houses were overthrown, L',000 bouses burn- 
ed, 700 hundred people crushed to .leath, 
and 1,300 injured. In the town of Takc- 
gohaa nearly (100 houses were overthrown 
and a like number burned and over 100 
people were killed. In the town of Kita- 
gotiachi, eighty-four people were killed. 
The entire village of Entakoma was destroy- 
ed, and eighty people killed. These towns 
were all in the three provinces of K/.ozi, 
Mino and Owari, and represent a total of 
3,400 people killed and nearly 43.000 houses 
totally destroyed. Communication has not 
been opened up to all outlying points, but it 
is known that the total deaths will exceed 
5,000. 

In Gifu a lart'o brick building crashed in, 
killing hundreds of people. The old castle 
stood firm, but many gateways were de- 
molished ami the brick courthouse for the 
military was wrecked. Kires started in 
several portions of the city, but were sub- 
dued. The loss of life in the tim e towns 
which go to make up the city of Nagoya is 
variously estimated at from 750 to 1,000. 
Up to the morning of Friday, October .'10, 
,'!(iS distinct shocks were recorded as follow- 
ing the first one of Wednesday. Oat of 
700 temples in Oifu prefecture, more than 
one-third are totally destroyed. Anything 
like a heavy rainfall would cause nearly the 
whole of Gifu to lie Hooded, and many 
months will be required to repair the river 
embankments, lit some pjrta of the town 
boiling mud spouted out ot the fissures to a 
height of ten feet. A majority of these 
goysers continued spouting for over two 
liours. 

At Oskawa, which town also suffered 
greatly from the earthquake, the Dumbo 
cotton null was reported as having col- 
lapsed, over twenty-five persons being 
killed and wounded. The Matgushima cot- 
ton mill also suffered, and several deaths are 
reported, while the Naniwa cotton 
mill, a three-story brick building at Oskova, 
worth $200,000, was partially crushed down 
to the ground floor, causing a lossof twenty- 
three lives. The total sum of money dis- 
tributed for the relief of Bufferers up to 
November 5th, was nearly SI 10,000, while a 
quantity of rice was also distributed. The 
Kmporor and Empress made a donation of 
about $26,000 from their privy purses. Tho 
condition of the devastated sections is such 
that a large number of inhabitants left those 
prefectures to obtain work elsewhere 
whereby to support themselves. One hun- 
dred and fifty thousand persons in Gifu pre- 
fecture alone applied for assistance. 

The fact that there was a marked subsid- 
ence of the earth's surface for a considerable 
area about Gifu indicated that the latter 
town was the centre of the dis- 
turbance. Shortly after tho shook had 
Levelled thousands of houses in town, and 
while hundreds of people were lying buried 
in the debris, llanies burst from the ruins of 
a silk factory, and in a short time spread to 
such an extent that the citizens were com- 
pelled to desist in their work of digging out 
the wounded and dying. The conflagration 
burned out in one direction, but three other 
firt s immediately broke out, and joining 
into one swept from street to street, being 
fanned by a strong north-west wind. P.y 
8 o'clock in the evening almost every part 
of town was wrapped in lire, and the in- 
habitants, abandoning all hope of staying 
tho couQugatlon, saved what few articles 



they were able to and lied from the town, 
taking refuge in the woods and on the lull- 
sides. The police, aided by the normal 
school students and eighty prisoners from 
jail, fought tho fire throughout the night, 
but it was not Buhduod until the forenoon 
of October 20th, when it had been burning 
for 28 liours. 

The top of the sacred mountain of Fus- 
ij aula was rent asunder by the earthquake 
for a distance of 1,200 feet in width und 
600 in depth. Much of the destruction of 
the houses is attributed to the poor material 
entering into tho construction id" the brick 
and stone buildings and the excessive 
weights of the roofs. The loss of crockery 
in Aichi and Mino, the well-known centres 
of the porcelain manufactories, has been 
tremendous. The furnaces have nearly all 
beon destroyed. It is expected, therefore, 
that a great rise in the price of porcelain 
will ensue, as the furnaces will not be com- 
pleted before the end of tl 10 year, and the 
pottery in stock is consequently in groat 
demand. This disaster will very seriously 
ullect the porcelain trade for many months.
